Bus assault crackdown 

Officials vow zero-tolerance policy for transit violence

The city’s top public 
officials — including May¬ 
or Stephen Mandel and 
police Chief Mike Boyd — 
affirmed their commit¬ 
ment to transit safety 
Thursday, implementing a 
zero-tolerance policy after 
a rash of recent assaults 
on public transit. 

Over 75 incidents — rang¬ 
ing from drivers being spat 
at to seriously injured — 
were reported in 2009. 

An increase in the severi¬ 
ty of recent attacks is the 
catalyst for tighter security 
measures, said general 


manager of city transporta¬ 
tion Bob Boutilier. 

“Our operators need to 
know they’re safe,” he said. 

In addition to four recent 
violent attacks on bus driv¬ 
ers, cab drivers, road con¬ 
struction workers and oth¬ 
ers have been victimized 
while on the job. 

“Unfortunately, we have 
to take action with the few 
idiots that create this land 
of problem,” he said. “It’s 
public disregard for any 
kind of authority.” 


New and improved-upon 
security features will in¬ 
clude an enhanced radio 
system, GPS vehicle loca¬ 
tion, more CCTV security 
cameras on board and ever- 
increasing peace officer 
presence. 

The city will continue to 
install and test driver 
shields until summer, when 
the issue will be brought be¬ 
fore council. Shields aren’t 
an end-all solution, Boutili¬ 
er said, as they hinder driv¬ 
er and passenger interac¬ 


tion, can restrict airflow 
and pose risks in the event 
of an accident. 

“(Drivers) don’t want to 
be stuck in a cage because 
of the behaviour of some 
bad people,” Boutilier said. 

Boyd vowed to assign the 
EPS’s most senior investiga¬ 
tors to future incidents, and 
to work hand-in-hand with 
Crown counsel to prosecute 
offenders to the fullest ex¬ 
tent of the law. “We don’t 
have a big problem in Ed¬ 
monton compared to other 
cities. We’re not going to 
wait for it to get to another 
level. People should be able 
to work and do it safely. I 
don’t care if it’s one inci¬ 
dent or 100, it’s too many.” 




Province 
negotiates 
drop in 
generic 
drug prices 

medicine Alberta is reduc¬ 
ing the price of generic 
drugs after having to com¬ 
promise on a new price 
structure in negotiations 
with pharmacies and drug 
makers. 

The province had hoped 
to reduce the cost of exist¬ 
ing generic drugs to 45 per 
of the brand-name price — 
down from 75 per cent. 

But Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky 
announced Thursday that 
the government settled for 
a rate of 56 per cent start¬ 
ing in April. “You have to 
come up with a deal that 
the majority of the 
pharmacists and pharma¬ 
ceutical providers can live 
with,” the minister said. 

The government 
estimated last fall during 
the first round of generic 
drug price changes that a 
new pricing formula 
would save Alberta rough¬ 
ly $100 million a year on 
generic drugs. 

But Zwozdesky conced¬ 
ed Thursday that the sav¬ 
ings could end up being 
about $10 million lower 
because of the higher- 
than-expected rate that 
was negotiated. 

“There was some give 
and take because the exist¬ 
ing generics constitute a 
very large part of pharma¬ 
cists’ business,” he said. 
“But I’m pretty pleased 
with the result.” 

Several provinces 
including Ontario, Quebec 
and British Columbia have 
already adopted lower 
generic drug prices. 

But Zwozdesky concedes 
their prices are closer to 
50 per cent of the brand 
name price.

Snowy owl not so wise 

Trap nabs bird that was saved 2 weeks earlier 


An unlucky young snowy 
owl was rescued by local 
humans not once but 
twice this month, after it 
was found covered in oil, 
rehabilitated and 
ventured into a no-fly 
zone upon its release. 

“The situation is quite un¬ 
common,” wildlife technol¬ 
ogist Jul Wojnowski said. “It 
was obviously a very inex¬ 
perienced bird.” 

The oil-soaked owl was 
first found and taken to the 
Wildlife Rehabilitation Soci¬ 
ety of Edmonton, where it 
was washed, tagged and re¬ 
leased on Jan. 8. 

Two weeks later, it re-ap¬ 
peared in a goshawk trap 
designed to keep birds off 
runways at the Edmonton 
International Airport. 

Wojnowski, the airport 
authority’s resident wildlife 
expert, said the owl’s lack 
of hunting experience led it

to the humane traps, which 
are baited with pigeons to 
lure in birds of prey. 

“It’s not their typical 
hunting style,” he said. “It 
was probably pretty desper¬ 
ate for a meal.” 

The capture and release 
effort is part of the airport’s 
ongoing sustainability ini¬ 
tiatives, which officials be¬ 
gan expanding beyond es¬ 
tablished regulatory guide¬ 
lines in 2005. 

“It’s about recognizing a 
balance between safety and 
environment,” said Diane 
Trenn, EIA vice-president of 
airport operation. 

If caught in plane me¬ 
chanics, Wojnowski said, 
not only will birds be killed, 
but they can cause engine 
failure and drop planes 
from the sky. 


“It can happen, like in 
New York last January,” he 
said, citing the 2009 Hud¬ 
son River plane crash. 

Birds are regularly shooed 
away from the airfield by 
loud noises and streamers. 
But larger, predatory birds 
like owls pose greater risk 
to planes, and need to be 
lured into traps and re¬ 
leased far from the airport, 
Wojnowski said. 

Roughly a half-dozen 
great horned owls have 
been captured and released 
since fall, though the snowy 
owl was the first of its kind 
found in recent memory. 

“We haven’t seen it 
back,” he said. “We hope it’s 
safe and doesn’t come 
back.”

Harpers calls for G20 unity 

PM tells countries to co-operate, put self-interest aside

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is warning other 
G20 leaders that the very 
body that eased the world 
out of recession could fail 
unless countries put their 
differences aside. 

“It will stand or fall on its 
ability to demonstrate in 
the months to come the 
same co-operative spirit it 
has shown over the past 
year,” Harper told an audi¬ 
ence of bankers, business 
executives, government 
leaders and economists. “I 
am hopeful.” 

In a speech Thursday at 
the Davos World Economic 
Forum in Switzerland, the 
prime minister laid out his 
priorities for the G20 and 
G8 summits that Canada 
will host at the end of June. 

He credited unprecedent¬ 
ed co-operation among G20 
members for cushioning 
the blow of the recession 
last year, but said countries 
now need to embrace what 
he is calling “enlightened 
sovereignty.” 


That’s when a country 
acts in the best interests of 
others because, in the end, 
the country’s own self-inter¬ 


ests will benefit. 

“When the G20 resumes 
in Toronto, the discussion 
should be ... less about nar¬ 


row self-interest in sover¬ 
eignty’s name, than an ex¬ 
panded view of mutual in¬ 
terest, in which there is 
room for all to grow and 
prosper.” 

He said G20 countries 
need to get on the same 
page when it comes to 
cracking down on banking 
activity, implementing 
stimulus programs and de¬ 
signing exit strategies to 
eventually reduce debt. 

“In fact, if inadequate reg¬ 
ulation is not addressed, I 
believe the consequences 
could actually be worse 
than before this crisis.” 

Canada’s banking regula¬ 
tions strike the right bal¬ 
ance between controlling 
bad behaviour and allowing 
financial institutions free¬ 
dom to grow, he said. 

However, none of the re¬ 
forms proposed so far in the 
United States or Europe 
mirror Canada’s system. 
Rather, countries are going 
off in all directions.

Tips when researching seminars 



Admit it — at some time in 
your life you’ve said to 
yourself, “I wish I was rich.” 

That desire is not a crime 

— but it may be leading 
people to waste their mon¬ 
ey, and their time, at a pop¬ 
ular weekend workshop 
we’ve been investigating. 

The workshop is called 
“Learn to Be Rich.” Ads fea¬ 
ture Robert Kiyosaki, au¬ 
thor of Rich Dad, Poor Dad 

— one of the bestselling fi¬ 
nancial help books ever 
written. And the work¬ 
shops are popular — rolling 
into towns across Canada 
every weekend, filling ball¬ 
rooms with people eager to 
learn how to turn around 
their financial fortunes. 

People are told they will 


• Use the Internet to check 
out the seminar instructor or 
company beforehand. Or, us¬ 
ing a search engine, type in 
phrases from their advertising 
along with the word "com¬ 
plaints.” The results may re¬ 
veal a history you didn't ex¬ 
pect. 

• Be wary of "free" seminars. 
Often they serve as forums to 
sell books, CDs, tapes or fur- 

leam valuable skills in real 
estate development, or how 
to play the stock market. 
But at Marketplace, we 
were hearing complaints 
about the three-day work¬ 
shops (that cost $500), so 
we decided to enrol in one 
on real estate. 

The problems started 
within the first half-hour, 
where our instructor told 
us we weren’t, in fact, go¬ 
ing to get the tools needed 
that weekend to get rich. 
Turns out, this weekend 
workshop was just a primer 


ther seminars. 

• If you're asked for money 
upfront or to raise your credit 
card limit to fund further sem¬ 
inars, that's a big red flag to 
take your time and business 
elsewhere. 

• Take your seminar advice to 
an independent real estate 
expert for a second opinion. 
Are the ideas practical or just 
a lot of hot air? 

— we really needed to sign 
up for more advanced 
courses. And the cost for 
those? A mere $12,000 to 
$45,000! 

But there was to be no 
discussion of the price — 
our trainer told us if we did¬ 
n’t like it, he would tell us 
to leave. 

In fact, throughout the 
weekend, we felt bullied 
and pressured to sign up 
for the advanced courses 
(where the real money was 
to be made). There was 
some instruction, but when 


we met with real estate 
lawyer Bob Aaron, he called 
what we were taught “bad 
advice,” and said many 
techniques were just plain 
“dumb.” 

To make matters worse, 
our instructor misled us 
with a whopper of a tale, 
and later blew up at partici¬ 
pants because not enough 
people took the opportuni¬ 
ty to shell out up to $45,000 
for more courses. 

You’ll see it all in our sto¬ 
ry tonight, but it left us 
questioning what financial 
guru Kiyosaki thought 
about it all. 

When we caught up with 
him, even Kiyosaki admit¬ 
ted there were problems 
with some of the tactics 
used in the workshops that 
bear his Rich Dad brand. 

Bottom line? That age old 
nugget holds — if a week¬ 
end workshop on how to be 
rich sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is.

Stratospheric vapour 
affects warming: Study 


The slowdown in global 
warming in the last few 
years may have been 
caused by a decline in wa¬ 
ter vapour in the strato¬ 
sphere, a new 
report sug¬ 
gests. 

While cli¬ 
mate warm¬ 
ing is contin¬ 
uing — the 
decade of 
2000 to 2009 
was the 

hottest on 
record world¬ 
wide — the 
increase in temperatures 
was not as rapid as in the 
1990s. 

Balloon and satellite ob¬ 
servations show the 
amount of water vapour in 
a layer about 16 kilometres 
high declined after 2000. 


The stratosphere extends 
from about 12 to 48 kilo¬ 
metres above the Earth’s 
surface. 

The reason for the de¬ 
cline is un¬ 
known, ac¬ 
cording to re¬ 
searchers led 
by Susan 

Solomon of 
the National 
Oceanic and 
Atmospheric 
Administra¬ 
tion. They re¬ 
port their 

findings in 
Thursday’s online edition 
of the journal Science. 

According to the re¬ 
searchers, water vapour 
enters the stratosphere pri- 
maiy from air rising in the 
tropics.

J.D. Salinger dies at 91 


J.D. Salinger, the legendary author, youth hero and fugitive from fame whose book The Catcher in 
the Rye shocked and inspired a world he increasingly shunned, has died at 91 - Salinger, seen at left 
on a 1961 illustrated cover of Time magazine, died of natural causes at his remote New Hampshire 
home Wednesday, where he had lived for decades in self-imposed isolation. The Catcher in the Rye, 
with its immortal teenage protagonist, the twisted, rebellious Holden Caulfield, came out in 1951, a 
time of anxious, Cold War conformity and the dawn of modern adolescence. the associated press

Your grand entry oc¬ 
curred on a Thursday, with 
the help of the Canadian 
soldiers who’d come to 
lend a hand in your bat¬ 
tered nation. 

Your first name, by the 
way, comes from Canada. 

Its origins can be traced 
back to places called Oro¬ 
mocto, N.B., and Quebec 
City, the respective home 
towns of Cpl. Monique 


Girl rescued 

• A 16-year-old girl pulled 
from the rubble more than 
two weeks after the earth¬ 
quake was in stable condi¬ 
tion Thursday to the 
surprise of doctors, who 
said her survival was med¬ 
ically inexplicable. 


Bartlett and Master Cpl. Lu¬ 
cie Rouleau, the two Cana¬ 
dian medical technicians 
who assisted in the deliv¬ 
ery. 

Your father promised 
he’d tell you one day why 
he and your mom chose it. 

“I did it to say thank 
you,” said Jean-Charles 
Pierre. 

“I will tell her one day 
that in the middle of a nat¬ 
ural catastrophe, Canadi¬ 
ans were in Jacmel. And 
she carries their name.” 


Yours was the first delivery 
of a baby in the military 
clinic in Jacmel, the base of 
Canada’s Disaster Assis¬ 
tance Response Team. 

On the day you were 
born, there were lots of fu¬ 
neral hearses in the area 
and the smell of bodies 
was still strong as col¬ 
lapsed buildings were be¬ 
ing cleared by bulldozers. 

But by the beach, in that 
little green tent, you made 
lots of people smile that

Obama’s speech 
spawns controversy 


Politics of decorum 


The U.S. Supreme Court 
justices may never show 
up again, journalist Chris 
Matthews is on the 
defensive and 
Republicans are taking is¬ 
sue with being chided for 
their partisanship. 

State of the Union ad¬ 
dresses historically disap¬ 
pear into the ether, having 
not the slightest impact on 
a president’s standing in 
the polls, given a cynical 
public that considers the 
events little more than 
prime time advertisements 
for the current administra¬ 
tion. 

But U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s speech and its af¬ 
termath was the talk of 
Washington Thursday — 
in particular, Supreme 
Court Justice Samuel Ali- 
to’s response to Obama’s 
criticism about a recent 
high court ruling to roll 
back limits on corporate 
spending on political cam¬ 
paigns. 

In keeping with tradi¬ 
tion, the other five judges 
in attendance sat stone- 


• Wednesday's speech saw 
what was considered a breach 
of decorum on behalf of both 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Samuel Alito and U.S. 

President Barack Obama — 

faced through much of the 
address; an ailing Ruth 
Ginsburg even nodded off. 
Supreme Court justices, af¬ 
ter all, must not appear to 
be partisan. 

But Alito, a George W. 
Bush appointee, shook his 
head, furrowed his brow 
and uttered “not true, not 
true” when Obama said, er¬ 
roneously, that the court 
had reversed a century of 
law with its decision. 

Matthews, the MSNBC 
host, was under fire for the 
remark he made while 
praising Obama’s “post- 
racial” presidency and his 
role in helping to end 
racial prejudice: “I forgot 
he was black.” 

Those five words imme¬ 
diately caused a frenzy on 


Alito for responding, and Oba¬ 
ma for criticizing the Supreme 
Court, even though Abraham 
Lincoln once expressed his 
disgust for a pro-slavery 
Supreme Court ruling. 

Twitter and in the 
blogosphere, with hun¬ 
dreds of commenters 
either questioning what 
Matthews meant or 
openly accusing him of 
racism. 

Matthews returned to 
the air soon after to ex¬ 
plain himself — in short, 
that it was a thrill for him, 
having grown up during 
the civil rights movement, 
to watch a black president 
address a Congressional 
gathering made up of 
mostly white people. 

Republicans, meantime, 
were still smarting Thurs¬ 
day after being scolded by 
Obama for voting against 
every piece of legislation 
“just because they can.”

She even joked that “it 
was all good” after she en¬ 
joyed some pork with her

“I think they might be 
right,” Fernandez said to a 
laughing audience. 

The president’s half-jolc- 
ing speech in which she 
announced subsidies for 
the pork industry won 
prominent play on televi¬ 
sion and radio stations, 
prompting discussions on 


whether Argentines 
should add more pork to 
their diet. 

Argentines are among 
the world’s biggest con¬ 
sumers of red meat, and 
most people there stub¬ 
bornly reject the idea of re¬ 
placing beef with chicken, 
pork or other meats. De¬ 
spite Argentina lying along 
rich South Atlantic fish¬ 
eries, seafood is rarely seen 
on dinner tables. 

Fernandez approved sub¬ 
sidies to keep the price of 
pork low despite inflation, 
and her government has 
also recently subsidized 
red meat producers after 
beef supplies sharply de¬ 
clined in the South Ameri¬ 
can country.

COURT A court ruled Thursday 
that former French Prime Min¬ 
ister Dominique de Villepin did 
not take part in a smear cam¬ 
paign against President Nicolas 
Sarkozy, a verdict that means 
the two rivals may soon be 
sparring in the political arena 
again. Villepin, a former diplo¬ 
mat known for his 2003 U.N. 
speech urging the U.S. not to 
invade Iraq, quickly suggested 
his acquittal means he is 
setting his sights on the presi¬ 
dency. The 6 -year court case 
backfired on Sarkozy who had 
been one of 40 plaintiffs. At 
one point, in a slip, Sarkozy 
had referred to the defendants 
in the case as “guilty." 


CLIMATE The university at the 
centre of a climate change 
dispute over stolen emails 
broke freedom of information 
laws by refusing to handle 
public requests for climate 
data, Britain's data-protection 
watchdog said Thursday. 

A cache of email exchanges 
between leading climate 
scientists that were stolen 
from the University of East 
Anglia's climate research unit 
and recently made public show 
that the institution ignored at 
least one request from the 
public for data, the 
Information Commissioner's 
Office said.

Doubts cast on big 
employment pickup 

Surveys and methodologies show great disparity 


A new Statistics Canada 
employment survey has 
cast a cloud over its previ¬ 
ously announced large 
pickup in jobs in 
November. 

The delayed survey of in¬ 
dustry released Thursday 
found that employers shed 
33,800 net jobs in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Last month, Statistics 
Canada, reporting on a sur¬ 
vey of Canadian house¬ 
holds, found employers 
added 111,000 jobs in No¬ 
vember — a number that 
shocked many economists 
and seemed to signal the 
advent of a strong econom¬ 
ic rebound. 

That data indicated an

earnings rose a mere 1.3 
per cent in November from 
a year earlier, just barely 
above inflation. 

actual net gain of 79,000 
jobs because of a drop in 
the number of self-em¬ 
ployed. This is the second 
time in four months that 
the two surveys — which 
use different methodolo¬ 
gies — have shown such a 
pronounced disparity. 

Economists say that over 
time the two surveys even 


out, but some suggest that 
the industry estimate like¬ 
ly more accurately reflects 
the current underlying 
weakness in Canada’s 
labour market. The indus¬ 
try survey also most close¬ 
ly resembles the U.S. non¬ 
farm payroll data used to 
calculate unemployment.

Ford earns first profit in four years 


autos Ford Motor Co. says 
it made $2.7 billion US in 
2009, its first annual profit 
in four years. 

The automaker says it 
benefited from cost-cut- 
ting, debt reduction and 
popular cars and trucks 
like the Ford Fusion sedan 


and Escape SUV. Ford also 
says it is enjoying cus¬ 
tomer goodwill for avoid¬ 
ing bankruptcy and refus¬ 
ing aid from the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment. 

Ford’s net income of 86 
cents per share rose from 
the year before, when it 


lost a record $14.6 billion. 

In the fourth quarter, 
Ford says it earned $868 
million, or 25 cents per 
share.

will take time, effort and 
more money to grow his 
vision into a reality. 

A group of 15 riders was 
unveiled as part of a gala 
ceremony Thursday at the 
Royal Ontario Museum in 
Toronto. The team, 
comprised of 13 
Canadians, an American 
and one rider from Mexi¬ 
co, will compete across 
North America and in Eu¬ 
rope this year. 

“We’re going to grow 
this team into the future 
with a vision that we 
believe that we can take it 
to the top,” Bauer said. 
“And there’s no reason 
why we shouldn’t stand 
here all together and 
think we should go 
halfway. We should aim 
for the Tour de France. We 
should aim for the top.” 

It will not be cheap. 
With travel expenses, 
salaries and support staff, 
Bauer said it could cost as 
much as $10 million annu¬ 
ally to move in the circles 
of other elite teams at the 
Tour de France. 

Bauer raced at the Tour 
de France 11 times, and 
wore the fabled Yellow Jer¬ 
sey, given to the race 
leader at the end of a 
stage, 14 times.

Traditional favourites Canada, U.S. expected to play for gold 


Four years ago, Sweden 
rocked the women’s 
hockey world by 
upsetting the United 
States in the semifinals 
at the Turin Olympics. 

But don’t expect a repeat 
in Vancouver. 

While Finland and Swe¬ 
den appear to be closing 
the gap between the North 
Americans and Scandina¬ 
vians, the traditional world 
order in women’s hockey 
will likely be re-established 
at the 2010 Games. 

The Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can hockey federations 
have put the full weight of 
their resources behind 
their Olympic teams and 
their preparation surpasses 
any other country. 

For that reason, defend¬ 
ing champion Canada and 
the U.S. are expected to 
meet for the gold medal 


Canadians on their home 
soil this time. 

“We’re not in this to fin¬ 
ish second,” says U.S. head 
coach Mark Johnson. 

On the other side of the 
rivalry is Canada’s Melody 
Davidson of Oyen, Alta. She 
was the only female head 
coach at the 2006 Olympics 
and remains so in 2010. 

The queen of prepara¬ 
tion, Davidson left nothing 
to chance in 2006. No coun¬ 
try was as ready as Canada 
and she’s kept the same ap¬ 
proach for 2010. 

By the time the Canadi¬ 
ans open against Slovakia 
on Feb. 13, they will have 
played 55 games

Sweden’s semifinal win 
in Turin marked the first 
time Canada and the U.S.

nal. Canada defeated the 
Swedes 4-1 for gold. 

The Americans were ill- 
prepared in 2006. The play¬ 
ers did not practise or play 
as many games together as 
they had for the 2002 
Olympics in Salt Lake City. 
It showed. 

The U.S. didn’t skimp on 
preparation this time. Non¬ 
college players spent all of 


last winter together in 
Blaine, Minn. They were 
joined in August by colle¬ 
giate players taking the 
school year off to play in 
the Olympics. 

The U.S. has been the 
dominant country heading 
into the Games after win¬ 
ning back-to-back world 
championships for the first 
time. Only recently has 
Canada, winner of two 
straight Olympic gold 
medals, regained the upper 
hand against their Ameri¬ 
can rivals with a 7-3 record 
in exhibition and tourna¬ 
ment games since Aug. 1. 

When women’s hockey 
made its Olympic debut in 
Nagano, Japan in 1998, the 
U.S. won the first Olympic 
gold medal. Four years lat¬ 
er, Canada took the gold in 
Salt Lake. 

The U.S. aims to beat the

village Steve Yzerman and 
Mario Lemieux shared a 
room on the eve of one of 
the most important games 
in Canadian hockey history. 

There was no five-star re¬ 
sort for Team Canada at the 
2002 Olympics in Salt Lake 
City and there won’t be at 
the Vancouver Games ei¬ 
ther. 

Instead, the millionaire 
hockey players will be stay¬ 
ing in the Olympic village 
alongside speedslcaters, 
snowboarders and other 
athletes competing in Van¬ 
couver. The accommoda¬ 
tions aren’t exactly spartan 
but they’re not quite as fan¬ 
cy as the places NHL teams 


typically call home on the 
road. 

Team Canada is in a dif¬ 
ferent tax bracket than your 
average Olympian. Its com¬ 
bined player income is 
more than $120 million US 
this season. 

The $l-billion Olympic 
village in Vancouver will be 
converted to condos after 
the Games. Of the 1,100 
units available, 737 will be 
available as condos, with 
the remaining used as af¬ 
fordable housing and rental 
properties. Condo prices 
range from $450,000 to $10 
million. 

Team Canada has called 
the village home in every 


Olympics involving NHL 
players — Nagano in 1998, 
Salt Lake City in 2002 and 
Turin in 2006. And there 
wasn’t much of a discussion 
about whether that tradi¬ 
tion would continue in Van¬ 
couver. 

“Hockey Canada, the 
players, the whole hockey 
movement wants to stay in 
the village and be a part of 
the Olympic Games,” said 
Hockey Canada vice-presi¬ 
dent Johnny Misley, who is 
overseeing the organiza¬ 
tion’s logistics for Vancou¬ 
ver. “The simple answer to 
that one is why wouldn’t 
we?” 

Compare that to U.S. bas¬ 


ketball’s “Dream Team,” 
which elects to arrange its 
own Olympic accommoda¬ 
tions and famously stayed 
on a luxury cruise liner dur¬ 
ing the Athens Games in 
2004. 

When the NBA stars first 
competed at the Olympics 
in 1992, the U.S. team’s de¬ 
cision to take up occupancy 
at a $900-per-night hotel 
rather than the Olympic vil¬ 
lage made big news in 
Barcelona, prompting out¬ 
spoken basketball star 
Charles Barkley to remark: 
“I’m a black millionaire — 
I’ve earned the right to stay 
where I want to stay.”

Channing Tatum has 
worked in his fair share of 
genres, from indie films (A 
Guide to Recognizing Your 
Saints) to dance flicks 
(Step Up) to blockbusters 
(G.l.

When you get 
them away from their mili- 
taiy stuff, they’re just nor¬ 
mal kids that are just a lit¬ 
tle crazier than most. And 
they’re all insanely intelli¬ 
gent as well.”

That’s the stunt guys,” he 
says. 

That’s why he prefers 
dramatic work like Dear 
John, he insists. 

“Doing the emotional 
side is such a more ex¬ 
treme way to experience a 
film and to experience a 
character,” he says. 

“It’s raw — naked at 
times. It’s kind of scaiy be¬ 
cause acting is one of the 
one jobs where you never 
really know if you got it 
right.”

When in Rome, the saying 
goes, do as the Romans 
do. But Mark Steven John¬ 
son’s comedy seems 
content merely to ape the 
behaviour of a zillion light 
romantic farces before it. 
The idea of an uptight ca¬ 
reer woman (in this case, 
Veronica Mars’ Kristen 
Bell) letting her hair down 
in the face of true love is 
at least as old — and dusty 
— as the Colisseum. 

Ah, but there’s a magic- 
realist twist: Pulling brides¬ 
maid duty at her sister’s 
wedding in the old coun¬ 
try, Bell meets a dashing 
dude (Josh Duhamel), gets 
miffed when she sees him 
with another woman, does 
a drunken Dolce Vita style 
vamp in a piazza fountain 
and plucks out five coins, 
invoking the wrath of 
some ancient love god — 
or hack screenwriters — 
and turning their original 
owners into comically 
love-struclc stalker-suitors 
(a motley quartet number¬

Vito, Will Arnett and Dax 
Sheppard, the latter in 
amusing Zoolander-lite 
mode). 

As premises go, this falls 
somewhere between 
“strained” and “really silly,” 
but what’s really odd about 
When in Rome is its uncer¬ 
tainty of tone. One the one 
hand, Johnson seems to be 
going for a gentle, faiiy-tale 
atmosphere — which is ap¬ 
propriate since the film has 
been produced by Disney 
— but there are also too 
many winlc-winlc innuen¬ 


does for a family audience. 
Johnson also attempts 
some weak hipster pander¬ 
ing by putting Heder in a 
scene with his Napoleon 
Dynamite sidekick Efren 
Ramirez (a.lc.a. Pedro). 

It’s a desperate stab for 
cred in a movie that does¬ 
n’t have much to speak of 
beyond cameos by Angeli¬ 
ca Huston and Shaquille 
O’Neal.

review Although it would 
seem to fit snugly within 
the recent cycle of sky-is- 
falling documentaries (An 
Inconvenient Truth, The 
End of the Line) and fea¬ 
tures (The Road), Chris 
Smith’s Collapse distin¬ 
guishes itself by focusing 
more intently on Chicken 
Little. 

Its subject, Michael C. 
Ruppert, is a former LAPD 
officer turned whisteblow- 
er-cum-conspiracy-theorist 
peddling an apocalypse- 
soon spiel to all corners of 
the blogosphere. 

To summarize his posi¬ 
tion, everything that’s 
happened in the United 
States in the past 30 years 


or so can be viewed as a 
harbinger of total, unified 
doom, and to be sure, 
much of Collapse’s fasci¬ 
nation derives from the 
urgency and terse elo¬ 
quence of Ruppert’s con¬ 
temporary Nostradamus 
act. 

At times, he manages to 
make associations and 
links between events that 
could give even a skeptical 
viewer pause. 

But Smith isn’t simply 
crafting a showcase: the 
film’s intense visual focus 
and marked lack of other, 
contrary voices subtly indi¬ 
cate that Collapse is also a 
film about the causes and 
effects of extreme and ob¬ 
sessive solipsism. 

In this way, it becomes 
an intriguing companion 
piece to the director’s ear¬ 
lier American Movie, 
which also managed to in¬ 
dulge an eccentric, blink¬ 
ered subject while main¬ 
taining a distinct sense of 
distance.

Edge of Darkness is 
surprisingly satisfying, a 
small, taut thriller with 
enough fury and bursts of 
sudden violence to draw 
plenty of comparisons to 
last year’s Taken. 

While trying to solve his 
daughter’s murder, an ag¬ 
ing detective (Mel Gibson) 
stumbles into a vast corpo¬ 
rate and government con¬ 
spiracy, mucking things up 
enough for the power play¬ 
ers to call in a high-priced 
clean-up man (Ray Win- 
stone). 

The driving force is Gib¬ 
son, in a lead role for the 
first time since 2002’s 
Signs. His features lend 
themselves perfectly to an 


emotionally stunted man 
dealing with dueling 
swells of grief and rage. 

This isn’t really anything 
new for Gibson, who’s 
been playing characters 
out for vengeance since 
Mad Max. 

But Edge of Darkness 
does a great job of illus¬ 


trating why he keeps com¬ 
ing back to these types of 
damaged, possessed men. 

The only real misstep in 
the film is Gibson’s Boston 
accent, which slips freely 
between a Good Will 
Hunting caricature and 
completely nonexistent. 
And the screen could’ve 


benefited from a bit more 
time with Winstone’s mys¬ 
terious fixer, but what 
scenes he does occupy are 
some of the best in the 
movie.

The story of a poor man 
searching for the person 
who stole his bike plays 
like a walking tour of late 
1940s Rome. 

Since then hundreds of 
films have shot on the 
streets of Rome and while 
the city has been kind to 
the movies, the movies 
have also been kind to 
Rome. 

Patrizia Prestipino, head 
of Rome’s provincial de¬ 
partment of tourism views 
any film set in Italy as 
“free advertising” and 
notes that the release of 
movies like Angels and 
Demons has created a new 
industiy in the country — 
movie tourism.

Adapted by first-time di¬ 
rector Scott Cooper from 
Thomas Cobb’s novel, the 
film casts Bridges as Bad 
Blake, an apt name for 
this wreck of a musician 
who has spoiled his many 
marriages, his career, his 
liver and lungs — pretty 
much everything a man 
can ruin. 

Bad’s still chugging 
through the heartland in 
his behemoth of a 1970s 
SUV, playing in dive bars 
and bowling alleys with 
pickup bands from town to 
town. 

His audiences are small 
but adoring, even when 
he’s so drunk he has to 
dart offstage to throw up 
in a trash can in a back al¬ 
ley, leaving the backup 
musicians to perform the 
song he’s just dedicated to 
a wide-eyed fan.

Finding the perfect Valen¬ 
tine’s gift for the one you 
love can be a difficult un¬ 
dertaking. Welsh indie 
troupe Los Campesinos! 
might not have the 
answer, however, if you’re 
looking for the exact 
opposite, well, they have 
“the perfect late 
Valentine’s gift for the one 
you loathe” (as advertised 
on their blog). 

The seven-piece are set 
to release Romance Is Bor¬ 
ing, the title track from 
their new album, as a sin¬ 
gle the day after Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. 

“The opportunity to put 
it out so close to Valen¬ 
tine’s was far too good an 
opportunity to miss,” ad¬ 
mits frontman Gareth 
Campesinos!. “(But) it was¬ 
n’t written with Valen¬ 
tine’s in mind. I actually 
like Valentine’s if I’m be¬ 
ing honest, I guess. It’s 
probably the day of the 
year where it’s most ac¬ 
ceptable to get blind drunk 
and make an ill-advised 
declaration of love, and 
that’s my specialty.” 


On the band’s third al¬ 
bum, Gareth hits his liter¬ 
ary stride with those signa¬ 
ture declarations and bit¬ 
ing slogans, but also digs 
deeper to present a more 
complicated take on 
soured relationships and 
mortality. You can practi¬ 
cally call him an expert. 

“There have been plenty 
of those subjects over the 
past couple of records, but 


perhaps on this occasion 
it’s a more focused vision,” 
he explains. “I’m 24 years 
old, so over the past four 
years being in the band 
I’ve had some of my most 
formative experiences, 
since leaving the cradle of 
full-time education. I’ve 
changed untold amounts 
as a person, and for better, 
for worse, this is where I’m 
at now.” 


After the double shot of 
2008’s Hold On Now, 
Youngster... and We Are 
Beautiful, We Are Doomed, 
Romance Is Boring finds 
the band even more fertile 
sonically. The songs sound 
bigger, not to mention 
more intricate, having ex¬ 
panded their scrappy, 
glockenspiel-assisted lo-fi 
with spasmodic noise 
eruptions (Plan A), angular 
waltzing (Who Fell Asleep 
In) and moody electronics 

Gareth has gone on the 
record to call it “the best 
record we’ve made by a 
massive stretch,” but he’s 
quick to point out how it’s 
the band’s growth that 
makes such a bold state¬ 
ment stick. 

“I really like the previ¬ 
ous two,” he says with as¬ 
surance. “There are issues I 
have with WAB, WAD, but 
I still think it holds up. 
And HON, Y... reminds me 
of so many overwhelming 
and exciting times, it just 
doesn’t seem like me any¬ 
more. Romance Is Boring 
makes use of all the les¬ 
sons, life and musical, that 
we’ve learnt. I guess we 
know how we want a Los 
Campesinos! album to 
sound now.”

W ith all the 
hoopla sur¬ 
rounding 
Apple this 
week, I 
thought it might be fun to 
look back at some of the 
portable media devices 
that rocked our world. 

The Regency TR-i 
( 1954 ): At $50, it was 
hideously expensive for its 
time, but those who could 
afford it need never share 
that giant console radio in 
the living room with mom 
and dad. Teenagers were 
free to take their own mu¬ 
sic — this new thing called 
“rock ’n’ roll” — with 
them everywhere. As a re¬ 
sult, the TR-1 and its de- 
scendents allowed rock to 
launch its social, econom¬ 
ic, artistic, political and 
sexual revolution. 

The 8-Track (1964): 


Jointly developed by Ford, 
GM, Motorola, AMPEX and 
the guy behind the Lear Jet 
company, the 8-track 
meant that music fans no 
longer had to wait for 
their favourite songs to 
come on the radio. 

The Cassette (1964): 
Invented at the same time, 
the cassette needed for 
tape formulations to im¬ 
prove to the point where it 
sounded as good as — and 
eventually better than — 
8-tracks. And because it 
was much easier to trans¬ 
fer music from records to 
cassettes, the mixtape was 


born. Record labels began 
freaking out over home 
taping. 

The Sony Walkman 
TPS-L2 ( 1979 ): Look 
around. See all those peo¬ 
ple who have isolated 
themselves from the rest 
of humanity by plugging 
into some kind of device 
that envelopes them in 
their own private bubble 
of sound? Before the Walk¬ 
man, this kind of behavior 
was considered to be high¬ 
ly antisocial. That’s why 
the TPS-L2 originally came 
with two headphone jacks. 
The Diamond Multi¬ 


media Rio PMP300 
(1998): Not the first MP3 
player — that distinction 
goes to the MP3 Man from 
a Korean company called 
Sae-Han — but the one 
that forced the courts in 
America to rule that such 
devices were, in fact, legal. 
Where might we be had 
those judges ruled the oth¬ 
er way? 

The iPod (2001): When 
Steve Jobs returned to Ap¬ 
ple, he decreed that a big 
part of the company’s fu¬ 
ture was in something he 
called the “digital hub,” 
with the perfect portable 
music device at its core. 
Some 225 million units lat¬ 
er... 

The Future (2010-?): 

Who knows? If there’s one 
thing we’ve learned since 
the TR-1, it’s not the de¬ 
vice itself that’s impor¬ 
tant, but but what the de¬ 
vice allows us to do and 
the behaviors that result. 
Continue to expect many 
unintended and unfore¬ 
seen consequences.

men Electra and Lachey’s 
brother and 98 Degrees 
alum, Drew. 

This season’s Taking the 
Stage follows Tyler, now a 
senior at SCPA and Mia, 


who has been tiying to get 
her new band off the 
ground since graduation. 
We’ll also meet new stu¬ 
dents — including Adam, 
Emily Silber, Emily Sones, 
Carlton and Ian — who all 
tiy to navigate their way 
to fame by way of high 
school. 

The show resonates with 
viewers, Lachey says. “Peo¬ 
ple are attracted to good 
performance and seeing 
young people follow their 
dreams,” he says. “I think 
we see some of ourselves 
in kids.”

O’Brien. 

NBC is hoping that it all 
goes away, too. The net¬ 
work won’t know until 
March 1 whether he’s been 
permanently damaged or 
not by the disastrous deci¬ 
sion to try him in prime 
time and the clumsy way 
he recovered his old job. 
March 1 is when Leno re¬ 
turns to late night, oppo¬ 
site David Letterman on 
CBS. 

“He’s going to be com¬ 
petitive and I think his au¬ 
dience is going to 
come back over 
time,” says Jeff 
Gaspin, NBC 
Universal Enter¬ 
tainment chair¬ 
man. 

Except for the 
Winfrey interview, 

Leno will do little 
talking after his 10 p.m. 
EST show ends Feb. 9, mak¬ 
ing way for coverage of the 
Winter Olympics. NBC will 
promote his return to late 
night but in a low-key fash¬ 
ion since it’s been only a 
few months that it hyped 
his prime time show, 
Gaspin said. 

“We’re going to do it 
with a little humour and 
we’re going to do it with a 
little wink to the audi¬ 
ence,” he said. “We know 
they know what’s going 
on.” 

The 10 p.m. show, can¬ 
celled because affiliates 
complained about its low 
ratings, instantly trans¬ 
formed Leno’s public image 
into that of a failure after a 
15-year run as the king of 
late-night television. 

Meanwhile, his Tonight 
show successor, Conan 
O’Brien, despite being a 
ratings failure himself, be¬ 
came a folk hero when he 
wouldn’t accept NBC’s plan 
to move his Tonight show 
to 12:05 a.m. EST to accom¬ 
modate Leno’s shortened 
comedy program. Leno has 
been vilified for taking 
back a job he plainly didn’t 


want to leave in the first 
place, despite promising 
more than five years ago 
that he would. 

Jimmy Kimmel, in a bru¬ 
tal appearance on Leno’s 
own show, was asked about 
the best prank he had ever 
pulled and said: “I told a 
guy that five years from 
now, I’m going to give you 
my show. And then when 
the five years came, I gave 
it to him. And then I took it 
back almost instantly. I 
think he works at Fox or 
something now.” 

Critic Aaron Barnhart 
said Leno was half-cock- 
roach, half-cicada, who 
“would do and say anything 
to keep his famous chin in 
front of the cameras.” 
Comic writer Joe 
Queenan, in The 
Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal, compared 
the late-night 
situation to Eu¬ 
rope in the 
1930s. Leno, he 
wrote, “much like 
Adolf Hitler, is a master at 
making secret demands for 
foreign territory and then 
acting like the wronged 
party.” 

It’s satire, yes. But Adolf 
Hitler? 

“Unfortunately, it got a 
little nasty,” Gaspin said. 
“But I also think it was 
short-lived. It was of the 
moment and it ratchetted 
up and it also ratcheted 
down pretty quickly as 
well.” 

While Leno was in prime 
time, longtime rival Letter- 
man took over as the most 
popular late-night comic. 
That crown might not be so 
easy to reclaim, said David 
Bianculli, who teaches a 
course in late-night televi¬ 
sion at Rowan University 
and is author of a new book 
on the Smothers Brothers. 

Bianculli said he hears 
predictions from many in 
the industry that Leno’s 
late-night audience, after 
an initial burst due to cu¬ 
riosity, will settle in at be¬ 
tween 10 per cent to 20 per 
cent below what he had 
been averaging before leav¬ 
ing last spring.

2 tbsp (25 ml) soy sauce 

1 tbsp (15 ml) toasted 
sesame oil 

2 tbsp (25 ml) dry sherry 
2/3 lb (300 g) lean rump 
steak, sliced into very thin 
strips 

4 cups (11) beef stock 

4 scallions, sliced 

5 oz (150 g) shiitake mush¬ 
rooms, thickly sliced 

7 oz (200 g) baby bole choy, 
leaves halved 

8 oz (250 g) instant fine 
egg noodles 

1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 


Add scallions, sliced mush¬ 
rooms and halved bole 
choy, and simmer 2 min¬ 
utes. 

3. Add nests of noodles to 
pan of vegetables and 
cook 2-4 minutes or until 
tender. 

4. While noodles are cook¬ 
ing, heat wok or flying 
pan with oil and stir-fry 
beef until browned. Tip 
contents of pan into sim¬ 
mering stock. Bring back 
to boil. Taste and season 
with black pepper, then la¬ 
dle into four serving bowls 
and serve.
